Trump told speaker to stay on

On the verge of his biggest political victory, House 
Speaker Paul Ryan finds himself at the center of re- 
ports that he may step down after the 2018 midterm 
elections. 

Politico reported in a speculative piece on Thursday 
that Ryan would like to “serve through election day 
2018 and retire ahead of the next Con- 
gress.” The House is soon to take up a 
final version of a GOP tax overhaul, 
something Ryan has for years clamored 
for. 

CNN offered a more measured report 
that Ryan has had “soul searching con- 
versations” about his future with 
friends. 

When asked during a Thursday morning news con- 
ference if he was leaving soon, Ryan chuckled and 
said, “I’m not. No.” His comment came before the two 
stories had been posted. 

Later on Thursday, White House press secretary Sa- 
rah Huckabee Sanders said Ryan assured President 
Donald Trump that the stories about his future were 
not accurate. 

“The president did speak to the speaker not too long 
ago and made sure that the speaker knew very clearly

In rare move, 
DNR expert 
slams GOP’s 

air pollution bill 


Proposal drops state regulation of 
hundreds of hazardous chemicals

A bill supported by Republicans and business 
groups that would do away with state regulation of 
hazardous air pollutants has an unusual critic — a De- 
partment of Natural Resources expert who says the 
measure would weaken health protections in Wiscon- 
sin. 

“Is that what you want — more emissions of hazard- 
ous air pollutants being emitted?” Jeff Myers, an envi- 
ronmental toxicologist for the DNR, asked lawmakers 
last month. 

It is rare for DNR employees to speak out on legisla- 
tive issues. Myers, who has worked at the agency for 
28 years and is an expert in air pollution toxicology, 
told the Assembly Committee on Federalism and In- 
terstate Relations in Madison on Nov. 21 that he was 
speaking as a private citizen. 

“If this bill is passed, emissions of hazardous air 
pollutants will go up,” Myers said. “If emissions go up, 
exposure will increase and therefore, Wisconsin resi-
